The new company 
was organized under amended ar­

line from Sauk Rapids, and to pro­ 
vide proper terminal facilities in 
St. Paul and Minneapolis for Hie 
traffic of the road. 
This corpora­ 
tion has for some time back been 
securing property where the pro­ 
posed shops are to be built and 
ostensibly for that purpose, and 
among the purchases have been 
some 
very 
valuable tracts, and 
including the 
land 
that 
was 
owned by the N. P. company as 
w ill be seen by the following from 
a St. Paul paper: 
“ The Rice purchase, so called, includ­ 
ing the several purchases near Mississ­ 
ippi street and north of and adjoining 
the property of the Chicago, Bt. Paul, 
Minneapolis A Omaha railway, in Trout

groat railroad.* having an entrance to 
this city. 
Owing to tin* fact* recited 
above, It is believed the interest* of the 
St. Paul A Northern Pacific company 
will be best served by having its car 
shops at this end of the line, and it being 
the business of the Bt. Paul A Northern 
Pacific railway company to provide such 
shops 
when required, 
the 
executive 
officers of that company have authorized 
their construction, and 
work win be 
commenced within the next ten day* or 
two week*.”

clear sighted individual that the 
shope in question are entirely tile 
property of the above mentioned 
road and that the Northern Pacific 
will not invest a dollar in their 
construction.

working shop 80 by 172; car erect­ 
ing shop.80 by 172; paint shop 150 
by 194; blacksmith shop 65 by IOT);

Besides 
th^se enumerated is a quite a large 
fright shed which will be a cheap­ 
ly constructed shed for running 
cars into while standing idle or 
waiting to be repaired, and a shav­ 
ing and dust tower. 
The shops at 
Brainerd are all substantial and 
well built. 
They consist of a ma­ 
chine and erecting shop 120x250 
feet; round house 316 feet in diame­ 
ter, has stalls for forty-four en­ 
gines; boiler shops 80 by 175; en­ 
gine room with Corliss engine 40 
by 40: blacksmith shop, 80 by 195; 
copper shop, 80 by 57; tank shop,

Each fashionable lady aims to have bar 
I parlor decorated to suit her own taste, 
aud different from anybody’s else. 
In 
the circle of the upper ten, which forms 
W ashington’s active society, if hdv lady 
in making her round of calls finds a 
room like her own, she has h e rs chang­ 
ed at once in some particular. 
They 
will go to great expense to gratify this 
whim.” 
“ Are the decorations expensive usual­ 
ly ?” asked the Star. 
“ The paper and frieze for the walls 
and ceiling of most of the handsome par­ 
lors costs from $2,000 to $3,000, but 
there are many very nice parlors deco­ 
rated for as little as $800.” 
“ That paj>er is very expensive,” lie 
said, pointing to rolls of heavily em- 
lmossed wall paper of various tints and 
designs, which looked like stamped 
leather rather than paper. “This is very 
fashionable, though not so expensive,” 
and he threw1 out a roll of Chinese pa­ 
lier flecked with gold tinged from that 
af the burnished grad*1 V the bronze 
shades, with an almost im perceptible 
ret! back ground.

fers also excruciating pain from crampt 
in the mnscles of the extrem ities; he if 
terribly restless, and his urgent cry ii 
for water to quench his thirst and thai 
some one m ight rub his limbs, and thuf 
relieve the m uscular spasm.

is rapid and very weak, the respiration! 
are hurried and the patients voice be­ 
comes 
husky.

feels 
inelastic 
and 
doughy, 
while 
the skin 
of 
his hands anc 
feet become* wrinkled and purplest 
in color. 
The duration of this, the 
second stage of cholera, is very uncer* 
tam —it may last for two or three houri 
only; or may continue for twelve oi 
fifteen hours; but so tongas the pulse 
can lie felt at the wrist there are good 
hoyles of the sick ]*ersons recovery. Tin 
weaker the pulse liecome*, the nearer 
the patient is to the third, or collayise 
stage of cholera, from which probably 
not more than 35 per cent, recover. Ic 
Hie third stage of the discase the vomi­ 
ting and purging continue, although ic 
a mitigated form ; and the skin is cov­ 
ered with a clammy perspiration, es 
p- eially if the cramps are still severe. 
The patient remains terribly restless, 
longing only for sleep, and that he mal 
lie supplied with water. 
His intelleri 
is clear but he seldom exyiresses any anx­ 
iety regarding worldly affairs, although 
fully conscious of the dangerous condi­ 
tion he is in. 
Sleep and a plentiful 
supply of drinking water are the sole 
desires of a person passing through a 
collayise stage of cholera. 
This condi­ 
tion seldom lasts more than twenty- 
four hours, and reaction either com­ 
mences within thatyieriod or the patient 
dies in collapse, or passes on into th* 
teyiid stage, w hich in ninety-nine case* 
out of a hundred ends sjieedily in death. 
On the other hand, the sick yierson hav­ 
ing been in the collayise stage of cholera 
some twenty-four hours (it may lie a 
longer or shorter period), the temy>era- 
tnre of his body may begin to rise, grad­ 
ually creeping uyi to the normal stan­ 
dard ; the functions of animal life are 
slowly restored, and she sick person J 
recovers his health.—Qnain’s Diction­ 
ary1 of Medicine.

G reat Britain still holds first place 
with her armored fleet; France, second; 
Germ any, third; Italy, fourth; Russia, 
fifth, and Austria sixth. 
B ut at the 
present moment France is building four­ 
teen vessels of the most powerful model 
and eight armored vessels for coast de­ 
fense. 
Therefore, in four years France 
will have thirty w ar vessels, twelve of 
which will be first-class, and England 
thirty-two, only one of which will be 
of the same strength as any one of the 
tw elve French ships. Italy is now build­ 
ing five first-class war vessels; Russia 
three and three iron-clad cruisers; G er­ 
many one iron -clad cruiser and tw o gun 
boats; Austria one war vessel, and D en­ 
m ark one iron-clad for coast defense. 
Consequently the maritime pre-em in­ 
ence of G reat Britian is decidedly m en­ 
aced by France. England being obliged 
to employ a great portion of her fleet in 
the M editerranean and at different dis­ 
tant jioints, it is fair to presume that in 
1887 or 1888 France would lie able to 
op])ose a fleet of 42 armored vessels 
against an English one of 30 at the 
most, including even the vessels foi 
coast defense.

Tlie attractions of Tacubaya and San 
A ngel are their pure and lovely gardens 
filled with magnificent trees. 
W ith a 
little care, the trees and plants of aU 
clim es grow here side by side. 
The 
houses have windows, with iron l»ara 
and sashes with glass (opening in French 
fashion) on the street, but the large 
gardens are in the rear or on one side 
of them. A few gardens have large iron 
gates. 
Those of the Mier, Barron and 
Eseandon fam ilies are handsome, and 
that of Mier, at the 
entrance to the 
“C alle R eal,” is really 
monumental. 
P ines, elm s, poplar and w illow, pear: 
apple and peach trees grow in fraternal 
neighborhood w ith the palm, the banana 
and the cactus. Fuchias, lilies, violets, 
heliotropes, pansies, honeysuckles and 
geranium s flower all the year round. 
Tlie geraniums grow to an immense 
height (T have w-alls covered with them 
to the height of twelve and sixteen feet), 
on espaliers, like apricots and grapes. 
Their flowers are of many varieties and 
shades, from pure avhito and light pink 
to the richest crimson, purple and lilac, 
and some are varignted with these tints; 
their shapes vary from the “rose” to 
the 
“cinq-fenilles.” 
The 
calla-lily 
flowers exhuberantlv in the shade of 
the trees, above which the aromatic 
eucalyptus rears its head far beyond 
the pines, 
and then throws out im ­ 
m ense branches- 
Roses of this kind 
are now- flowering (March 18), aud the 
apple, pear and peach trees are in 
bloom. 
F ig trees grow beside them, 
and yield delicious fruit in the autumn. 
One can sit out of doors all the year 
round with comfort. 
In winter, a hat 
and wrap are needed, and the sun’s di­ 
rect rays are often pleasant. 
In other 
seasons, light woolen or cotton clothing 
is com fortable, and one seeks or shuns 
tlie sun according to the weather and 
hour of the day. 
Afternoon showers 
are very frequent in summer, but the 
soil in Tacubaya i < so sandy and high 
that one can go out soon 
afterward 
w-itliont rubbers, and not wet the feet. 
In winter the wind has a drying effect 
on delicate skins (commonly called 
chapping), but it is a trifle when com ­ 
pared to the m oist and weakening heat 
of the tropical coast and lowlands.

The Arabs say that it aland# 
with it* feet in the water and its head 
in the fires of heaven. 
The love of the 
Arab for this precious tree may well b« 
imagined, growing as it does in the 
sand, contenting itself with water so j 
saline as to destroy ordinary vegetation, 
giving a grateful shade when all around 
is burned np by the ardent heat of sum­ 
mer, resisting the winds, which bend ! 
but cannot break its flexible stem, and 
affording a fruit sought for in every 
part of the world. 
The trees will live lor about 200 jeer*, 
and they are not worth preserving after 
a oantury. 
When they are no longer i 
valuable for the fruit, the sop is extract­ 
ed to make a kind of insipid wine; and 
the heart or cabbage of the tree is also 
eaten. 
They are then cut down, and the 
wood, although very inferior in quality, ; 
is valuable whero no other kind con be 
procured. 
The roots aie used for fenc­ 
ing and roofing, and the leaves are made , 
into mats, eto. The date is called the 
king of the Sahara, and is regarded as 
the most nutritious of fruits.

W IL L B U ILD SHOPS AT ST. PAUL 


B rainerd as Sure of R etaining th e 
Principal Shops an the Sun 
is to Shine. 


In Tuesdays St. Paul papers was 
given an account of the shops that 
are to he constructed at Como near 
St. Paul, by the St. Paul & N orth­ 
ern 
Pacific 
railroad 
company. 
Linked with the account was dia­ 
grams and dimenisons which were 
undoubtedly correct. 
This com­ 
pany is a separate corporation from 
the Northern Pacific railroad hav­ 
ing succeeded the W estern Rail­ 
road 
company of Minnesota as 
owners of the railroad extending 
from Brainerd to Sauk Rapids, and 
also the land grant connected with 
the railroad. 
The new company 
was organized under amended ar­ 
ticles of incorporation on May 6, 
1883. with a cax>italof $10,000,000, 
and for the purpose of extending its 
line from Sauk Rapids, and to pro­ 
vide proper terminal facil'ties in 
St. Paul and Minneapolis for the 
traffic of the road. 
This corpora­ 
tion has fur some time back been 
securing property where the pro­ 
posed shops are to be built and 
ostensibly for that purpose, and 
among the purchases have been 
some 
very 
valuable tracts, and 
including 
the 
laud 
that 
was 
owned by the N. P. company as 
will be seen by the following from 
a St. Paul paper: 
“The Rice purchase, #o called, includ­ 
ing the several purchase* near Mississ­ 
ippi street and norih of and adjoining 
the property of the Chicago, Bt. Paul, 
MInneapoli# & Omaha railway, in Trout 
Brook valley, 
aggregating 13U acres, 
and also the land lying couth of East 
Seventh street, and east of Broadway, 
constituting what is now the city freight 
yard of the Northern Pacific company, 
and containing fifteen acres.” 
It is certain that should the N . 
P. company contemplate moving 
or constructing shops for their own 
individual use at this point that 
they would 
not dispose of their 
property to another road: and it 
also shows that the Brainerd shops 
sire to b e t h e g e n e r a l shops for the 
whole line. 
It is absurd for any­ 
one to imagine for a moment that 
any corporation or company would 
invest 82,500,000 in the construc­ 
tion of vast machinery and wood 
working 
shops to be ruthlessly 
abandoned and a similar outlay 
put in at a point not much over a 
hundred miles distant. 
The Globe 
further says: 
“ It i# well known that the nearest 
shop# of that company are located at 
Brainerd, one hundred and thirty-six 
miles distant from St. l’aul. 
It is also 
an established fact that cars acceumu j 
late at such important business centers 
a# are the cities of St. Paul and Minne- ] 
apolis, the eastern terminal points, and j 
that there is also a large accumulation ; 
of cars at the transfer grounds, midway : 
between the two cities, where the inter- ; 
change of traflie is made with the other [ 
great railroads having an entrance to I 
this city. 
Owing to the facts recited 
above, it is believed the interests of the 
8t Paul & Northern Pacific company j 
will be best served by having its car 
shops at this end of the line, and it being 
the business of the St. Paul A Northern! 
Pacific railway company to provide such j 
shops when required, the 
executive I 
officers of that company have authorized j 
their construction, and work wiiJ be 
commenced within the next ten days or 
two week#.” 
Thu* it w ill 
be seeu 
by any 
clear sighted individual that the 
shops in question are entirely the 
property of the above mentioned 
road and that the Northern Pacific 
will not iuvest a dollar in their 
const ruction. 
Then again look at 
the dimensions of these structure* 
as compared with those of Brain­ 
erd: Machine shop, 80 by 90; wood 
working shop 80 by 172; car erect­ 
ing shop 80 by 172; paint shop 150 
by 104; blacksmith shop 65 by 10ft; 
engine room 50 by 50. 
Besides 
these enumerated is a quite a large 
fright shed which will be a cheap­ 
ly constructed shed for running 
cars into while standing idle or 
waiting to be repaired, and a shav­ 
ing and dust tower. 
The shops at 
Brainerd are all substantial and 
well built. 
They consist of a ma­ 
chine and erecting shop 120x250 
feet; round house 316 feet in diame­ 
ter, has stalls for forty-four en­ 
gines; boiler shops 80 by 175; en­ 
gine room with Corliss engine 40 
by 40: blacksmith shop, 80 by 195; 
copper shop, 80 by 57; tank shop, 
80 bv97;«nd paint shop 100 by 
200 feet, 
The shops have a capac­ 
ity for the employment of 1,600 
men, while the capacity of the pro­ 
posed shops will not be over 375 
at the most. There is but one con­ 
clusion to come to, and that is, 
that these works will be for the 
repairs ot that road and such work 
as the N. P. company shall see fit 
to have done there that may be­ 
come necessary from cars accumu­ 
lating at that end of the road, and 
for the use of roads having termi­ 
nal points at St. Paul, and that 
Brainerd in the future as in the 
past will have the main shops of 
this 
transcontinental 
line, 
and 
when the Norhera Pacific company 
see fit to build its oar shops they 
will be located at Brainerd where 
their principal 
works 
are, and 
where they can be constructed and 
operated at almost half the ex­ 
pense.

desire to advance his own political fortunos 
to trium ph over the interests of reform. 
In regard to the tenure of office bill the re­ 
port savs: 
When the bill was amended and passed in 
the assembly, providing that the term of any 
commissioner or bead of departm ent should 
expire with that of the mayor appointing him. 
Gov. Cleveland, to the disapomtment 
and 
chagrin of every true friend of reform, and 
regardless of pledges heretofore made, refus­ 
ed to sign t h e b ill.

In Baltimore or Philadelphia, for 
instance, when you see one parlor you 
see them all. 
But here the aim is or­ 
iginality. 
Everything must be unique. 
Each fashionable lady aims to have her 
parlor decorated to suit her own taste, 
and different from anybody’s else. 
In 
the circle of the upper ten, which forms 
W ashington’s active society, if aDy lady 
in making her round of calls finds a 
room like her own, she has her’s chang­ 
ed at once in some particular. 
They 
will go to great expense to gratify this 
whim. ” 
“Are the decorations expensive usual- ' 
ly ?” asked the Star. 
“ The paper and frieze for the walls 
and ceiling of most of the handsome par­ 
lors costs from $2,000 to $3,000, but 
there are many very nice parlors deco­ 
rated for as little as $800. 
“ That paj>er is very expensive,” he j 
said, pointing to rolls of heavily em­ 
bossed wall paper of various tints and 
designs, which looked like stamped 
leather rather than paper. “This is very 
fashionable, though not so exjiensive,” 
and he threw out a roll of Chinese pa­ 
per flecked with gold tinged from that

I ean see now the small 
lieanlless young man—very much like 
Edgar Poe—and the white hand, veined 
like that of a lady, softly moving piece 
after piece, with little hesitation, as if 
he had long foreknown my move and 
had patiently awaited it.

w as possible to those quiet eyes. 
The 
face of Morphy w as pathetic; one could 
read in it that he felt ashamed of Iris 
interest in this game, as Montaigue says 
Alexander the Great was.

The patient feels well up to within a 
few hours of the attack, or, it may be

treated many patients recover from this, 
the first stage of cholera; but if neglect­ 
ed, the tendency of the disease is tc 
grow rapidly worse. 
The patient com­ 
plains ot intense thirst and a burning 
heat at the pit of the stomach; he suf­ 
fers also excruciating pain from cramp* 
in the muscles of the extremities; he i; 
terribly restless, and his urgent cry if 
for water to quench his thirst and that 
some one might rnb his limbs, and thui 
relieve the muscular spasm. 
The puls# 
is rapid and very weak, the respiration* 
are hnrried and the patients voice be­ 
comes 
husky. 
His 
countenance 
ii 
pinched and 
the integument of hu 
body 
feels 
inelastic 
and 
doughy, 
while 
the skin 
of 
his hands anc 
feet becomes wrinkled and purplisk 
in color. 
The duration of this, tht 
second stage of cholera, is very unoer? 
tain—it may last for two or three hour! 
only; or may continue for twelve oi 
fifteen hours; but so long as the pula* 
can lie felt at the wrist there are goo4 
hopes of the sick persons recovery. Th* 
weaker the pulse liecome*, the nearer 
the patient is to the third, or collapse, 
stage of cholera, from which probably 
not more than 35 per cent, recover. Ic 
the third stage of the disease the vomi­ 
ting and purging continue, although in 
a mitigated form; and the skin is cov­ 
ered w ith a clammy perspiration, »-«• 
cially if the rranaps ar© still severe. 
The patient remains terribly restless, 
longing only for sleep, and that he may 
lie supplied with water. 
His intellect 
is clear hut he seldom expresses any anx­ 
iety regarding worldly affairs, although 
fully conscious of the dangerous condi­ 
tion he is in. 
Sie*‘p and a plentiful 
supply of drinking water are the sole 
desires of a person passing through a 
collapse stage of cholera. 
This condi­ 
tion seldom lasts more than twenty- 
four hours, and reaction either com­ 
mences within that period or the patient 
dies in ocilapse. or passe* on into th* 
tepid stage, which in ninety-nine case* 
out of a hundred ends sjKN-dilj in death. 
On the other hand, the sick person hav­ 
ing been in the collapse stage of cholera 
some twenty-four hours (it may l>e a 
longer or shorter j>eriod), the tempera­ 
ture of his body may begin to rise, grad­ 
ually creeping up to tlie normal stan­ 
dard; the functions of animal life are 
slowly restored, and she sick person 
recovers his health.—Quoin's Diction­ 
ary of Medicine.

In all Europe there i,s no more lovable 
city than Frankfort-on-the-M ain. 
I 
have met Americans who were as en­ 
thusiastic about it as Madame de Stael 
w as about Paris, and as much delighted 
to make it their homo. 
The Frankfur­ 
ters themselves regard it as an excel­ 
lent place to stay. 
Not many of them, 
indeed, especially of the older stock, 
can be persuaded to leave it. 
There 
are not a few' of its families whose per­ 
spicuous annals of residence extend 
back through a long line of ancestry, 
for two or three centuries. 
There art 
banks and other business houses whost 
present name and location have been 
continuous for 100 to 150 years. 
Tli« 
city itself dates back to the time of 
Charlemagne. One of its stone bridges, 
spanning the River Main, is said tc 
have been built eight or nine centuriet 
ago. 
A legend tells us it was placed 
there by his San tan ic Majesty, on s 
special contract with the city fathers, 
that he should have the soul of the first 
creature that should pass over it.

From the German Military Gazette. 
Great Britain still holds first place 
with her armored He^t;France, second; 
Germany, third; Italy, fourth; Russia, 
fifth, and Austria sixth. 
But at the 
present moment France is building four­ 
teen vessels of the most powerful model 
and eight armored vessels for coast de­ 
fense. 
Therefore, in four years France 
will have thirty w ar vessels, twelve of 
which will be first-class, and England 
thirty-two, only one of which will be 
of the same strength as any one of the 
twelve French ships. Italy is now build­ 
ing five first-class war vessels; Russia 
three and three iron-clad cruisers; Ger­ 
many one iron-clad cruiser and two gun 
boats; Austria one war vessel, and Den­ 
mark one iron-clad for coast defense. 
Consequently the maritime pre-emin­ 
ence of Great Britian is decidedly men­ 
aced by France. England being obliged 
to employ a great portion of her fleet in 
the Mediterranean ami at different dis­ 
tant points, it is fair to presume that in 
1887 or 1888 France would be able to 
oppose a fleet of 42 armored vessels 
against an English one of 30 at ths 
most, including even the vessels foi 
coast defense.
